Pipeline.

The 1400-mile pipeline, un 
der construction by the Trans­ 
western Pipeline Co. of Hou# 
ton, Texas for more than a 
year, links Southern California 
with vast new supply' sources 
in Oklahoma and Texas.

TAKING PART in the cere­ 
monies presented by the Los 
Angeles Chamber were Robert 
A. Hornby. present of Pacific 
Lighting Corp.; William K. 
Warren, chairman of the board, 
Transwestern Pipeline Co.; 
William B. Bennett, chief coun­ 
cil, California Public Utilities 
Commission; and Ben Ramsey, 
Lieutenant Governor of Texas.

Stephen C. Bilheimer, vice 
president of the Los Angeles 
Chamber, served as chairman 
of the special luncheon and 
Chester Lauck, executive assis­ 
tant to president, Continental 
Oil Co., was master of ceremon­ 
ies. »    

POINTING UP the Impor­ 
tance of this second source of 
supply, Chamber Vice Presi­ 
dent Bilheimer, told the more 
than 600 guests at the luncheon 
in the Pacific Ballroom of the 
Statler Hilton Hotel that more 
than 75 per cent of the gas 
used in homes and industries 
here in Southern California Is 
imported from sources out of 
the state.

Overall, the intial deliveries 
being made to Southern Calif­ 
ornia through the new Trans­ 
western line amount to 300 
million cubic feet of gas a day 
This means an immediate in­ 
crease of 25 per cent over the 
more than 1.1 billion cubic feet

Levy Joins 
Trade-Tech 
As Teacher

Torrance resident Edward 
Levy is the newest member to 
join the Extended Day Pro­ 
gram at Los Angeles Trado-

T,evy, who lives at 1900 W. 
Artesia, will instruct classes in 
gas and electric woldlng this 
fall. Before coming to Trade- 
Tech, the new Instructor 
taught arc welding at San Jose 
Technical High School, and 
took his teacher training at 
UCLA.

Transwestern Pipeline Project 
was made through a giant me­ 
ter, Installed in the ballroom 
to actually handle and mea­ 
sure flow of the new gas. In 
45 minutes about 9.4 million 
cubic feet of energy was mea­ 
sured in the special meter, rep­ 
resenting enough energy to 
supply all the fuel needs of 
1044 families for one year.

The supplies of gas reaching 
the California - Arizona border 
near Needles through the 
Transwestern line are carried 
to local consumers through the 
transmission and distribution 
facilities of the three Pacific 
Lighting System Companies, 
the Southern California Gas 
Co., the Southern Counties Gas 
Co. and the Pacific Lighting 
Gas Supply Co.

REPRESENTING these three 

gas firms that serve customers 
here in the Southern half of 
the state, Robert A. Hornby, 
president of Pacific Lighting 
Corp., sketched the history of 
"energy delivery" to the area 
beginning more than 10 years 
ago.

"In 1947 we began importing 
some 57 million cubic feet of 
gas a day into the area through 
the now famous "Big Inch", 
Hornby stated. "With the ad­ 
dition of the Transwestern line, 
before too long, if all goes well, 
this new source will bring daily 
importation of gas to a new 
peak of 1.5 billion cubic feet 
to waiting industrial, residen­ 
tial and commercial burners 
here in the Southland."

  * *
THE TRANSWESTERN pipe­ 
line which was actually put in­ 
to operation on Aug. 9, gives 
Southern California a fourth 
major transmission line in ad­ 
dition to the three already in 
operation by the El Paso na­ 
tural Gas Co., the other out-of- 
state supplier of the local gas 
companies.

The pipeline project in­ 
creased Pacific Lighting Corp. 
investment in facilities to bring 
gas from the border by some 
$36 million. This raises the 
local gas companies invesment 
In large transmission lines 
bringing fuel energy to this

million.
In all, representatives from 

Los Angeles, Orange, River­ 
side and San Bernardino Coun­ 
ties including 50 mayors from 
communities throughout the 
Southland participated in the 
Chamber sponsored event sal­ 
uting the importance of the 
pipeline project and increased 
gas supplies to the economy of 
the area.
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ON THE PRODUCE STANDS 
ARTICHOKES came into 

their own in October and No­ 
vember. Quality, so far, has 
been only fair but expected to 
improve.
